Washington, October 31.—Washing- 
ton went dry tonight with a wildly 
hilarious celebration in which Hal- 
lowe’en merrymakers contributed most 
of the noise. Some saloons had closed 
their doors during the day and many 
others, including the bars of several 
leading hotels, closed tonight long be- 
fore 12 p clock, the hour fixed by the 
law passed by congress last’ winter. 
The law forbids the manufacture, sale 
or giving away of intoxicating liquor 
in the District of Columbia. It also 
prohibits drinking in public places, but 
does not interfere with the bringing in 
of liquor for personal use.

WAR ON AUSTRIA 
BY UNITED STATES 


Urged by Trustees of Amer- 
ican Defense Society--Wil- 
son Asked to Call Con- 
gress to Make Declaration. 


New York, August 31.—President Wil- 


son was urged to call a special session 
of congress at an early date to declare 
war on Austria, in a resolution adopt- 
ed by the board of trustees of the Amer- 
ican Defense society at a special meet- 
ing here today. - 

e resolution further urges the 
transportation to Italy of a contingent 
of American troops and war material, 
using all ships possible, including seiz- 
ed Austrian ships, for the purpose. It 
sets forth that “the complete defeat of 
Italy’s armies‘ will endanger her na- 
tional existence and imperil the use of 
the war for democracy.” and “that te 
preserve Italy’s existence and to miain- 
tain lpr efficiency as a fighting force 
immediate moral, military and economig 
aid ftom her allies is imperative.” 

The resolution declares that “German 
agents throughout Italy have steadily 
emphasized the fact that the United 
States has never yet seen fit’to declare 
war against Austro-Hungary, Italy's 
great and neighboring enemy,” and that 
“it is patent to the entire world that 
German and Austrian troops are work- 
ing as a unit for the same end which 
——, has declared she will not en- 

ure.” 

A copy of the resolution was tela- 
graphed to President Wilsgon..

The trial of J. M. McDonald, charged 
with the murder of Joe Jung, leader 
of Atlanta’s Chinese colony, on Octo- 
ber 10, at the Southeastern fair grounds, 
Was resumed in Judge Ben Hill’s court 
yesterday morning after it was ex- 
Plained that the order of Judge Hill 
for adjournment of court Wednesday 
morning was to investigate reports that 
certain of the jurors had made state- 
ments of a character to call for a mis- 
trial. 

‘J. O. Brandt, one of the jurors, while 
talking with City Marshal James O. 


: Fuller, made the statement that he did 
not believe McDonald would be con- 


victed because Jung was a Chinaman. 
Judge Hill ruled that this did not have 
enough importance to cause a mistrial. 

McDonald went on the stand in his 
' own defense, telling the jury in a whis- 
per, on account of a throat affection, 
his own, story of the encounter with 
the Chinaman. 

He recited to the jury many incli- 
dents of his past life, leading up to the 
altercation with Jung on the fair 
. grounds. 

He had received various injuries in 
his life, he said, one by falling from a 


eral glands in‘his throat had become 
paralyzed, causing him to speak in a 
whisper. 

On the date on which he struck Jung, 
he said, he had a pistol in his pocket, 


he could easily have done so. But, he 
said, Jung advanced toward him with 
an ice cream cone iron in a threatening 
manner, and struck him twice on the 
left arm with which he was warding 
off the blows.

Dr. Garner tes- 
tified that while McDonald might have 
an abnormal mind, he would not con- 
sider him insane, though minds in such 
condition as that of the defendant 
might produce moments of temporary 
insanity. 

Mrs. Morgan testified that McDonald 
had been treated for nervous diseases 
in a private sanitarium several years 
ago, following injuries received in a 
railroad wreck. She also said that an- 
other brother had been an inmate of 
an insane asylum at one time, but testi- 
fied that there were no traces of in- 
sanity in the McDonald family prtior 
to the present generation. 

R. M. Striplin, general manager of the 
Southeastern Fait association, said that 
McDonald was a competent man on the 
grounds, and that he had not consid- 
ered him insane, though he knew him 
to be “high strung.”

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FOURTH CLASS MAIL 
MUST HELP TO PAY 
U. S. WAR EXPENSES 


A revenue war tax on all fourth- 
class mail will become effective De- 
cember 1, according to the announce- 
ment Wednesday by local postal au- 
thorities, 

Every parcel and package mailed as 
fourth-class matter and bearing post- 
age amounting to at least 25 cents will 
have to bear a revenue stamp. This 


tax cannot be paid in ordinary post- 


ra 


age. A revenue comp alone will suf- 
fice. For packages bearing 25 cents 
worth of stamps, 1 cent will be nec- 
essary to cover revenue stipulation. 
Packages carrying postage of more 
than 265 cents and no greater than 50 
cents will have to be stamped with a 
2-cent revenue stamp. The same ratio 
will be observed throughout. 

No change will be made in the postal 
rates on fourth-class matter. The war 
tax measure is independent of the post- 
age. Revenue stamps cannot be used 
for defraying postal charges, nor can: 
postage stamps serve in the stead of 
the revenue stamp. No tax will be 
assessed on fourth-class mail not re- 
quiring postage of 25 cents.

“BURDEN OF FOOD 
CONSERVATION MUST FALL 
EQUALLY UPON ALL 


The food administration has issued 
the following: 

“The problem of fuod conserva- 
tion is one of many complexions. 
We cannot and we do not wish, 


with our free institutions and our 
lafge resources of food, to imitate 
Europe in its policed rationing, but 
we must voluntarily and intelligent- 
ly assume the responsibility before 
us as one in which every one has 
a direct and inescapable interest. 
We must increase our export of 
foods to the allies, and in the cir- 
cumstafices of our shipping situa- 
tion, these exports must be of the 
most concentrated foods. These are 
wheat, flour, beef, pork and dairy 
products. 

\““We have other foods in great 
abundance which we can use in- 
stead of these commodities, and we 
can prevent wastes in a thousand 
directions. We must guard the 
drainage of exports from the United 
States, that we retain a proper sup- 
ply for our own country, and we 
must adopt such measures as will 
ameliorate, so Yar as may be, the 
price conditions of our less fortu- 
nate. 

‘We might so drain the supplies 
from the country to Europe as by 
the high prices that would follow 
to force our people to shorten their 
consumption. This operation of 
‘“ormal economic forces” would 
starve that element of the communi- 
ty to whom we owe the most pro- 
tection. We must try to impose 
the burden equally upon all. There 
is no royal road to food conserva- 
tion. We can only accomplish this 
by the voluntary action of our 
whole people, each element in pro- 
portion to its means.” 


Mrs. Charles J. Haden, chairman of 
the local unit of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, urges upon women in 
organizations and individually to work

‘tee on food conservation, directed by 
the food administration in Georgia.

CHANGE THE SYSTEM. 


The distressed condition in which At- 
lanta finds itself by reason of its failure in 
the past to take advantage of its borrowing 
credit is emphasized by A. D. Thomson, sec- 
retary to Mayor Candler, in an enlightening 
communication and financial statement ap- 
pearing elsewhere upon this page. 

- Last Tuesday The Constitution published 
a@ tabulated comparison of 63 of the largest 
American cities, giving their relative popu- 
lations and per capita indebtedness. This 
table—which was based upon federal census 
reports—showed the average per capita in- 
debtedness ‘of the 63 cities to be $86.92, 
while that of Atlanta, thirty-second in point 
of population and fifty-seventh in per capita 
indebtedness, was given as $25.56; which

Mr. Thomson says that Atlanta’s position 
“ig much better at this time than is ind 
cated in the government’s report” because, 
as he shows, our per capita indebtedness is 
enly $21.34, instead of $25.58.* 

Instead, however, of Mr, Thomson’s sta- 
tistics making our position .look better, it 
makes it look worse—worse by $4.24 per 
capita! It shows that Atlanta has been just 
that much more negligent in taking advan- 


tage of its resources, in providing the facil-} 


ities that every city owes its people. 

Mr. Thomson says that “I heartily agree 
with you in your contention that sufficient 
bonds should be issued by Atlanta in order 
to place the city in the position it should 
occupy,” but he believes “that a large bond 
issue would be disastrous unless funda- 
mental changes are first made in the city’s 
financial system.” 

Of course it would be “disastrous” for 
any city, or any private corporation, to load 
itself with bonds, or any other form of debt, 
without first adjusting its fiscal policy to 
meet the requirements of the obligation as- 
sumed. And no wisely-managed business 
concern would undertake an obligation of 
that character without first preparing to 
earry 't. 

Yet at the same time there is not a pri- 
vate business corporation on earth that 
could live and pfosper and expand under 
euch a financial policy as that under which 
Atlanta is operating and has operated for 
many years! 

A business corporation’s chief asset is its 
credit; and every successful corporation 
eapitalizes its credit. They must do it to 
expand. : 

The revision of figures of Atlanta’s: per 
eapita indebtedness, therefore, places At- 
Janta in a worse position among other cities 
than it formerly occupied; and only adds 
strength to our contention that Atlanta is 
pursuing a miserly fiscal policy. 

We do not contend that Atlanta has not 
grown nor that it cannot grow without re- 
course to the bonding method of meeting its 
civic needs and the demands of expansion 
and civic development. But we do maintain 
that Atianta has not in the past made the 
most of its opportunities; nor can it in the

BOOSTING LOCAL PRODUCTS. 


November 15 will be “Georgia Products 
Day,” and, in keeping with a custom in- 
augurated a year ago by the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the chief feature of the 
day’s observance throughout the state will 
be a number of “Georgia Products” dinners, 
the menu cards of which will be restricted 
as far as possible to home-produced viands. 

On “Georgia Products Day” a year ago 
a series of banquets was held throughout 
the state, and the guests in each instance 
sat down to boards laden with as great a 
variety of as fine foods as the most discrim- 
inating epicure could desire—and every 
morsel of it was produced within the boun- 
daries of this state! 

More than that, similar dinners were 
held concurrently in cities in other states, 
where former Georgians were sufficiently 
numerous as to organize themselves into 
“Georgia Societies.” And out of such din- 
ners Georgia received advertising of & 
wholesome sort and the value of which it 
would be difficult to compute. 

Outside of Georgia, the greatest “Geor- 
gia Products Dinner” of 1917 is to be held 
at the Hotel Biltmore, New York city, under 
the auspices of the Georgia Society of New 
York, at which reservations have been made 
for 300 guests. 

As pointed out in a news story in an- 
other place upon this page, Georgia produc- 
ers are depended upon entirely for the ar- 
ticles of diet and “the trimmings” for the 
banquet; and thus far the contributions 
have fallen far short of sufficing. 

The appeal of the state chamber of com- 
merce for such donations is one that should 
be heeded. 

The farmers, manufacturers or other pro- 
ducers of such commodities as have a proper 
place on a banquet board have here an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to perform a distinct 
service to their state, and at the same time 
to exploit their own wares and stimulate 
their own respective lines of business. ._The 
value of the commodity that each individual 
naturally would contribute would be 80 
slight as a be felt.

M ayor’s Secretary Points 
Need of Basic Changes in 
City’s Financial Plan 


Editor Constitution: I have read with-in- 
terest your editorial appearing in Tuesday’s 
Constitution. Atlanta’s showing, however, 
insofar as bonded indebtedness is concerned, 
is much better at this time than ig indicated 
in the government's report to which you re- 
fer. 

While I heartily agree with you in your 
contention that sufficient bonds should be 
issued by Atlanta in order to place the city 
in the position it should occupy, I believe 
that a large bond issue would be disastrous 
unless fundamental changes are first made 
which would enable the city to meet the in- 
terest and sinking fund charges on such an 
issue. 

The fixed income of the city at this time 
is not much more than $200,000 per year in 
excess of the fixed expense. I am herewith 
inclosing a statement showing the present 
condition of our bonded indebtedness, As 
this statement indicates, after deducting the 
sinking fund and the amounts provided in 
the 1917 finance sheet for sinking fund in- 
vestment and the payment of bonds, our in- 
debtedness is only $4,187,225.84, or a little 
more than $21.34 per capita, based upon the 
estimated population of 196,144 used by the 
military authorities in the application of the 
selective service act.

True Tales of an American in the 
French Foreign Legion. 


BY PAUL AYRES ROCKWELL 


Who resigned his position on The Con- 
stitution at the hogtnnsne. of the world- 
War to join the famous Foreign Legion 
of France. 


Paris.—The “Neuvieme Escouade” of sthe 
first company was composed of the sixteen 
tallest men in Battalion C. There were nine 
Americans, two Englishmen, a Norwegian, a 
Swede, a Serb, a Frenchman and a German, 
Corporal Weidmann, all without previous 
military training except the last three. 

The ninth squad was the hardest worked in 
the battalion. The “‘corvees” for the battal- 
ion were usually given to the first company, 
whose captain would order the adjutant to 
have the work done. The adjutant did not 
like the sergeant of the third section, of 
which the ninth was one of the four squads, 
and the sergeant hated Weidmann. So the 
tasks fell back on Weidmann’s men. 

Thus we drew the hardest march that a 
squad of Legionnaires has made in France 
during this war. The Second regiment was 
ordered from Vezrenay to another point on 
the front, and Battalion C was told to fur- 
nish a guard for the wagon convoy. By the 
invariable process, the Ninth squad was 
picked as “garde de convol.” 

At sunrise we were roused from our straw 


' litters in an old wareroom. After a cup of 


warm coffee we set off behind the long 


wagon train, following it along a road flank- 
ed on both side by champagne vineyards, 


' which winded up and down hill. 


The day was bright. We marched on a

plateau, in a semi-circle around Rheims, and

could clearly see the city and its wonderful 
cathedral. The Germans were bombarding 
the city, amd we watched the smoke and 
debris following the explosion of shells. 

Troops of all arms were in movement 
along the road. Squadrons of Dragoons and 
Hussars passed; a regiment of coal-black 
Senegalese filed by; batteries of heavy and 
field artillery: rumbled along. On the road- 
side were encampments of Zouaves, regular 
infantry, Arabs from northern Africa; all the 
romance and color of a world war was there. 
At times, shells from concealed batteries 
screamed over our heads, winging their way 
towards the German lines, and the enemy’s 
shells whined over in reply. 

Hours passed, leaving us more and more 
weary. At one of the ten-minute halts a 
cyclist told us our regiment had gone ahead, 
by another road, in motor buses. That em- 
bittered us. We did not know our destina- 
tion; all we knew was that we were tired. 

At 8 o'clock we halted for lunch. Some- 
thing was wrong with the food supply; there 
was only half a box of sardines and the re- 
mains of yesterday’s bread per man. After 
eating we stumbled on and at dark, having 
marched fifty kilometers, entered Fismes. 

Fismes was filled with troops, but the 
Legion was not there. The convoy moved off 
through the town; we followed, cursing and 
limping. Across the canal we plodded, up 
the steep hill overlooking Fismes. The. driv- 
ers were complaining that their beasts were 
exhausted. We stopped frequently, and at 
each halt tumbled down and slept on the 
hard road. 


At midnight we stopped, so near the firing. 


line we could hear commands and rifle fir- 
ing. The animals were unharnessed and lay 
down, but the “Neuvieme Escouade” kept 
guard until almost dawn, when the convoy 
started off, reaching Cuiry, its destination, 
at 8 o’clock in the morning. 

A German Who Fought for France. 

Weidmann, corporal of the Ninth squad, 
was by birth a German, born in Saxony. There 
isatradition in the Legion that he had been 
an officer in the kaiser’s army, and several 
stories were told as to how he came to be a 
Legionnatire. 

Sixteen years of African service with the 
Legion, years of hard labor, long marches and 
fierce battles, had given Weidmann a 
bronzed, wiry, war-worn look, had made him 
a true “soldier of the Legion.” There was 
something about him, too, which recalled the 
frontiersmen of our western plains. 

The old corporal, as we called Weidmann, 
never smiled. He had no friends among the 
Legionnaires, and his name was never called 
at the daily distribution of mail. With his 
men he was a strict disciplinarian, but ab- 
solutely fair and impartial. When he served 
the “soups” he always gave the same portion 
to each of his men as to himself. He did 
not admire his men, because, to his eyes, we 
were not soldiers. But .let one of us get a 
bruise of injury and woman could not have 
been more gentile or solicitous in bandaging 
the hurt. Weidmann wanted his men to be 
all first-class soldiers and always in fit con- 
dition. 

On January 4, 1915, Battalion C returned 
from Cuiry-les-Chaudardes, where it had been 
for its periodic four days’ repose, to the fir- 
ing line. On the march out, Weidmann re- 
marked to Fred Capdeville, an American in 
his squad, that he felt this was to be his last 
trip. 
‘The Legionnaires marched into the de- 
stroyed village of Craonnelle, and the Ninth 
squad took up its position in a ruined cha- 
teau, on the outskirts of the town nearest 
the German lines. 

The following night the Ninth squad was 
on “petit poste,” or advanced guard. The 
watches were 60 arranged that each four men 
had to watch about half a mile of front. 

Kiffin Rockwell, my brother, was sta- 
tioned where a shell had blown a hole in the 
long wall surrounding the chateau grounds. 
The hole was closed up by an old door, 
against which was propped a ladder. He kept 
a lookout through the cracks on each side of 
the door, occasionally mounting the ladder 
and looking over the wall. Alan Seeger was 
the communication sentinel between Kiffin 
and the “petit poste.” ‘ 

The communication sentinel came up and 
was talking to Kiffin, when something fell 
sputtering at their feet. Kiffin stooped to 
pick it up, but his comrade stopped him 
with the cry: “Good God! It’s a hand 
grenade.” Luckily the thing did not ex- 
plode. 

Seeger then rushed away for Corporal 
Weidmann, who quickly came running to the 
position. As he neared the post Weidmann 
called, “Gardez vous, Rockwell,” and another 
grenade fell over the wall. Kiffin jumped 
backed toward the corporal; as he reached 
his side the grenade exploded. 

Both men yelled “aux armes.” At that 
instant a strong German patrol pushed the 
door down and came through the opening. 
Weidmann and Rockwell were in the open 
and at the mercy of the foe, so both turned 
and crouching, leaped for cover. 

They had gone about ten feet when rifles 
flashed. Bullets whizzed. Corporal Weid- 
mann fell to the ground with that dull thud 
which only the fall of a dead body makes. 

Kiffin crawled into a shell hole and found 
that the mechanism of his rifle would not 
work. The Germans hastily stripped off 
Weidmann’s equipment, broke up his body 
with their rifle butts and went back through 
the wall. A second patrol shot up the main 
“petit poste,” wounding two men, before the 
Legionnaires came up in force and drove 
them back.

THE GENTLE SPORT OF CALORYING. 
The food a man eats in large measure 


determines his well being and efficiency. 


Perhaps that is why he usually prefers it 
in large measure. 

A man would consider it foolish to tote 
around three hundred pounds of pigiron or 
scrap lead in his automobile merely as bal- 
last. Yet a lot of men drag around ten or 
twenty per cent of superfluous fat and im- 
agine there is no harm in it. They are sadly 
misinformed; the excess load reduces the 
efficiency of the machine just ten or twenty 
per cent. 

Fat cells are slacker cells. They do no 
work useful: to the economy. 

A man 68 inches tall who weighs 175 
pounds is 10 per cent too heavy. He should 
weigh between 155 and 160 pounds stripped. 
His efficiency is reduced just as much as a 
normal man’s efficiency would be reduced if 
he were compelled to carry fifteen pounds of 
sugar around with him all the time. 

Now, we do hope our fat friends will not 
lose temper and write in unpleasant letters 
about this. Ten or fifteen per cent of super- 
fluous flesh really looks better, dressed, than 
the normal figure. But we are speaking of 
overweight from the health standpoint. The 
slacker cells are parasites, and the way to 
get rid of parasites is to starve them out-— 
provided you don’t have to starve yourself 
in the attempt. 

A calory is the amount of energy available 
from the burning of enough fat to raige one 
gram of water from zero to one degree centi- 
grade. A gram of fat will supply about 9% 
calories, a gram of sugar or starch about 
four calories, and a gram of protein (lean 
meat, white of egg, fish) about four calories. 
There are about 30 grams in an ounce, so 
when a doctor says a certain diet must sup- 
Ply 2,500 calories he ie thinking of the en- 
ergy or heat derived from the combustion of, 


say, 60 grams (2 ounces) of fat—570 calories; 
about 100 grams (a Nietre sued Gales ounces 
of protein—400 calories: and perhaps 1 
ounces (400 grams) of sugare and starches— 
1,600 calories. That is considered a suitable 
ration for an average man engaged at light 
indoor work. Such a menu might include one 
pouna of bread; half a pound of lean meat; 
a half pound of oysters; an ounce of cocoa; 
4 ounces of mil
